THE AIR MINISTRY = released further details of 
Wednesday's air battle between R.A. F. bombers . 


and Nazi. fighters. 


The “planes, nine Bristol Blenheims, were recon- 
noitring in formation at a height of 5,000. feet 
when they were intercepted by the new fast Mes- 
serschmidt-110 at a point about 150 miles north- 
west of the German island of Borkum. 


The British squadron leader turned 
his formation to lead the enemy away 
from their base and closed formation. 
Unable to find a blind spot from be- 
low, the Nazis spent almost half an 
hour attacking from the front, sides 
and directly astern. 


SOLE BRITISH LOSS 


The formation was only broken 
when the engines of one British 
bomber were put out of action 
and {t fell astern; it was shot down 
by several Messerchmidts. 


The other cight Bristol Blenheim 
continued flying in even closer forma- 
tion and soon one Nazi fighter re- 
ceived a full burst and as it crashed 
into the sea sent up a large column 
of water. 


A second turned away, obviously hit, 
while a third seemed to have been 
seriously damaged. 


TASK COMPLETED

The Germans made no further. at- 
tempts ‘to attack, whereupon the Bri- 
tish bombers returned to their original 
course and completed welt reconnais- 
sance,—Reuter.

Plaintiffs were represented by Mr. 
¥. R. Zimmern while Mr. H. L. Kwan 
was for the defendant. 

at the last hearing Mr. Zimmern 
asked His Lordship to determine, 
should he find that no fees had been 
agreed upon, the reasonable fee an 
archilect was entitled to receive for 
the work. 

Fung Tong, the contractor, said 
that he signed a contract for the work 
on June 24 and agreed to pay 1% per 
cent. to the architect. He had only 
started on the foundation which he 
took two weeks to dé. He did not 
finish’ the work as the Building Au- 
thority had not approved the rein- 
forced concrete plans. 

. NEW PLANS 

New plans were given him at the 
end of August ard he had been idle 
foc six weeks. A bill had been 
rendered by defendant which repre- 
sented 1'4 per cent. of the work but 
this had not been paid. 

In reply to Mr. Kwan, witness said 
that plans for cement concrete work 
were often changed ard altered and 
agreed with Mr. Zintmern that if no 
miscalculations had been made the 
plans would be approved by the 
Building Authority. : 

MR. GIBSON’'S EVIDENCE 

Mr. Gibson said that he had been 
practicing for the past 12 years. Chan 
Pak-yun was a draughtsman in‘ his 
office and had been employed by him 
for many years. He was authorised 
to take instructions and agree to 
fees, and all negotiations in the pre- 
ent case had been done through him. 

In June he was witness to a con- 
tract for the job and in September 
plaintiffs received two bills for $962 
and $200. 

Mr. Gibson said that at a meeting 
of the plaintiffs he felt that the fees 
charged were too high and he was 
agreeable to reducing them to 5 per 
cent. instead of the 9 per cent. which 
had been charged. 

When his services had been dis- 
pensed with, 70 per cent. of the work 
had been done and as far as his work 
~ as” architect’ was concerned” 95 ‘per 
cent. had been done. 

SIGNED BY PARTNER 

He was astonished when he learned 
that his services were: no longer re- 
quired and could only put it down to 
the fact that he refused to reduce the 
fees below 5% per cent., as he could 
not do so with consulting his partner. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Zimmern, 
witness said that Lo’ Man-chau was 
his partner and principal assistant.

Lo had sent the two bills out as he 
had refused to do so, considering the 
fees excessive. 

The bills were not sent out by him 
nor were they signed by him but by 
Lo. 

The case is proceeding.

At a recent Londgon fire, ‘which turned 
out.to be one of the biggest for several 
years, over two hundred auxiliary fire- 
men were on duty. 

DUTY AT SEA

children born ‘during 1914-1918 
were so affected by war conditions 
that they were nervous to a degree, 


even if they were not neurotic. On. 


the other hand, the young airmen in 
this war, men of 21 to 25, who have 
shown their cool courage and iron 
nerves, not to mention their skill as 
pilots in the “cavalry of the.clouds,” 
are the very men who were born 
during the period of the last war. 
How are we to reconcile this appar- 
ent contradiction? 

The courage and daring of the pre- 
sent young generation of airmen is 
clear enough, and cannot be gain- 
said. Is there any basis of fact be- 
hind the other idea that the condi- 
tions of the last war affected adverse- 
ly some of the children who were 


‘born during or lived through the war 


period?’ Did air raids ever produce 
neurosis in children who were sub- 
jected to them? 


CHILDREN SORN IN RAIDS 


This idea sometimes finds expres- 
sion in the contention that children 
born during air raids in the last war 
were unduly nervous. It may be said 
at once that there appears to be no 
medical evidence of any such effect. 
Children born in air raids appear to 
be as normal as any others. 


Nervousness in a child who hap- 
pened to be born in an air rald might 
be attributed to this cause by the 
mother, just as mentally defective 
children are generally sald to have 
fallen on their heads when they were 
young, even though it is often clear 
that the mental defectiveness had a 
different origin. : . 

Air raids might, affect an unborn 
child by inducing in the mother a 
premature. birth; or it fs sometimes 
suggested that if the expectant mo- 
ther were subjected repeatedly to 
fear from air. raids her resulting de- 
bility might; perhaps, affect the child 
unfavourably. Something will, no 
doubt, depend upon the temperament 
and general health of the mother. 
But the chances of the child being 
permanently affected are, in any 
case, small, and there appears to be 


-} no satisfactory-medical evidence that | 


any such permanent injury actually 
occurred in the last war. It is very 
remarkable how Nature has contriv- 
ed to protect the welfare of the un- 
born child, even sometimes at the 
expense of the mother. 

When one kind of fruit tree is 
grafted on another therets some ef- 
fect (though generally not great) of 
stock on scion, and there may also 
be a slight reciprocal effect of the 
scion on the stock. This is because 
the scion receives its water or sap 
supply from the stock, the two being 
in direct intercommunication. 


LEEWAY, TO MAKE UP 


There {s no such direct communi- 
cation between mother and child, 
and the child is therefore in one 
sense more physiologically indepen- 
dent of the mother than the scion is 
of the stock.

different blood group from that of 
the mother, so that the blood of mo- 
ther and’ child would: coagulate each 
other or cause clumping of the red 
corpuscles if they met. But the pla- 
centa is so constructed that this 
meeting of their blood never happens. 
The child manufactures its own blood 
during development. : 


The subject of premature’ births 
and their effects on the child is a 
complicated one, and the premature- 
ly-born child will sometimes have a 
considerable leeway of development 
to make up after birth. 


In Finland, a recent study has 
been made of néarly 400 children 
who had been prematurely born. 
The children, when 7 to 15 years of 
age, were given intelligence tests— 
the well-known Binet-Simon _ tests 
as modified by Terman. The birth- 
weights of these children were 2,500 
grams (about 5% pound, or less). 

These prematurely-born- children 
were, of course, generally under 
weight at birth. Some were late in | 
learning to walk, and others were 
slow’ in learning to talk, The intel- 
ligence quotient (1.Q.). of these 
children proved to be, in. gencral, 
proportional to their weight at birth, 
and there were other evidences of 
deficiencies which could: be made 
good only in post-natal development. 
“That deficiency of any kind is by 


only iesulted in their survival and 
aormal development, but they are by 
no means lacking in brightness. 


While very small size is by no 
means the same thing as ‘under-de- 
velopment, and in all biological pro~ 
cesses the time element  {s of great 
importance, yet the study of multiple 
births shows that with care’an ori- 
ginal deficiency In size can ultimately 
be overcome in later development of 
the child. aaa 
’ While the air raids may therefore 


‘have induced a certain number of 


premature births, only a small frac- 
tton of these undersized children will

NEVER-FORGOTTEN FEARS 


There js, though, another way in | 


which air raids appear to have af- 
fected an occasional child in the last 
war. In relatively rare cases, child- 
ren who were at the impressionable 
age of five or less were so terrified 
by their experience in air raids that 
the mental effect could’ be traced 25 
years afterwards. 

I am indebted to Dr. R. G. Gordon 
for details of such an instance. <A 
case of this kind is fully convincing 
only when all the details ‘are given at 
length, and that is impossible here. 
Nevertheless, the main facts may be 
stated. 

A married woman of 30 and with 
two children suffers from intense an- 
xiety if she goes out alone. She has 
an obsession, which: she knows to be 
irrational, that something dreadful is 
going to ‘happen—probably that she 
will die. Formerly, it was a fear of 
. going insane. Her husband and her 
sister are the best “protection” 
against this irrational fear, She also 
suffers from failure of memory, in- 


ability to concentrate and dull head- . 


aches. 

The background of this pathologi- 
cal anxiety finally proved to be a 
vivid memory of an air raid in which 
she and her sister were told to stay 
under a table while the parents went 
to the door to see what was happen- 
ing.- She, unlike her sister,-and-per- 
haps because she was more intelli- 
gent, was terrifled. The impression 
on her mind was so deep that it 
seemed to her afterwards that this 
rald happened over and over. again. 
Although she {s physically healthy, 
this anxiety state or psychosis ap- 
pears to have developed from an ex- 
perience of great fear while still a 
child. ; 


DANGER STIMULATED THEM 


Such cases are uo doubt rare, They 
serve to emphasise the fact that the 
great bulk of children who experien- 
ced air raids in the last war were 
unaffected by them. The minds of 
some boys may even have been 
stimulated by the sense of danger, so 
long as it was not too closely impend- 
ing against their own immediate wel- 
fare. 

It is now clear that there Is nothing 
tremulous or hesitant in the gallant 
generation’ of young men whése na-

This is a “aeanie creepy ators of 
the solution of a murder mystery by 
“revelation” aided by detective skill. 
It savors so much of the supernatural 
that {it might seem to belong to a 
collection of ghost stories rather than 
detective tales from real life, but it 
was the.évidence dug up by the 
sleuths that apparently convinced a 
jury of the gullt.of the accused man. 

James R. Hay, well known in busi- 
ness circles in Salt Lake City was 
the secretary and treasurer of the 
Pacific Lumber Company. He was a 
man of the highest integrity, but very 
strict @nd exacting in all of his com- 
mercial relations. It was said of him 
that he demanded and always ob- 
tained his “pound of flesh.” 

One morning he left his place of 
business and never returned. - It was 
learned that his destination was 
Forest City. Days passed and no- 
thing was heard of the missing man. 
While the police were groping around 
in the dark, vainly searching for a 
clue, James Sharp, prominent Mor- 
mon elder and the father-in-law of 
Hays, informed them that he had had 
a “revelation” and that in it he saw 
his son-in-law being murdered by 
Peter Mortenson, a contractor of Salt 
Lake City. 

_ The police were very 

about the revelation, but the 
mon elder was positive and 
went so far as to tell where the 
murder had taken place.

Mortenson admitted he 
had met Hay and insisted that he 
had given him the balance of — the 
bill, paying him with $20 gold pieces 
which he had kept’ in jars in the 
cellar of his home.

Less than 48 hours later the in- 
vestigators discovered a motorman 
who gave them important information. 
He said that while making the early 
morning run on his car he had seen 
a man coming from the spot. where 
Hay had been buried. It was Peter 
Mortenson and he carried a | spade 
over his shoulder. The motorman 
made his statement under oath. 

The trial was a celebrated affair. 
Naturally the revelations could not 
be accepted in a court of law, but 
the testimony of the motorman and 
some circumstantial evidence which 
was introduced spelled the doom of 
Peter Mortenson. He was ‘convicted 
and sentenced to death. The verdict 
was appealed on the ground that 
members of the Mormon Church, who 
had heard of the revelation of Elder 
Sharp, were on the jury. There was 
a second trial, followed by a second 
conviction. 

To this day public opinion has re- 
mained divided as to whether Mor- 
tenson was convicted by reason of 
the revelation or because of the testi- 
mony presented ‘at the trial. Mor- 
tenson, given the choice of being shot 
or hanged, elected to die by bullet.
